Other officers of CCC for the 
Spring semester are: Cathy 
Hemesath, vice president; Ruth 
McDermott, secretary; Deb 
Arbogast, treasurer; Gina Saet- 
tone, activities coordinator, and 
Carey Oppenheimer, promotion 
director.

Membership is Open to any 
sophomore or above interested in 
a field of communication. Fresh- 
men will be accepted as junior 
members. Dues are $5 per semes- 


ter. The CCC meets at 1:15 p.m. 
the first Wednesday of each 
month in the quiet lounge of the 
Union. 

Neagle says CCC will sponsor 
workshops, seminars, guest 
speakers, movies/films, trips and 
information displays for the bene- 
fit of the club members, the 
Clarke community and the Dubu- 
que community.

Ternent appointed to Interim Dean 


On Feb. 8 a notice on the pro- 
gress of Academic Dean Thomas 
McCarver’s grievance was posted 
on the President’s Board. The 
memo explained what has hap- 
pened in the executive committee 
since school resumed in January. 

On Jan. 12 Thomas McCarver 
filed a formal grievance with the 
executive committee. The 
grievance was then set to be 
heard on Jan. 27. 

Between Jan. 12 and Feb. 2 ne- 

gotiations took place between 
McCarver, his legal counsel and 
the executive committee in an at- 
tempt to resolve the differences 
between the Academic Dean and 
Menve Dunham, President of 
Clarke College. 
_ According to Nicholas J. 
Schrup, Chairman of the Board 
of Corporators, the executive 
committee was unable to reacha 
Settlement agreement acceptable 
to both parties. 


On Feb. 2 McCarver withdrew 
his request for a grievance and 
submitted his resignation. He was 
immediately placed ona sabbati- 
cal until the expiration date of his 
contract on May 31, 1982. 

On Feb. 3 the council met with 
Mr. and Mrs. McCarver and on 
Feb. 4 the council met with Dun- 
ham to hear in full the facts 
behind the grievance. 

Schrup feels that “This sad and 
unfortunate matter has hurt the 
entire Clarke College Commu- 
nity. There are no winners. Our 
one goal is to resolve the remain- 
ing differences and to bring about 
a healing process within the 
Clarke community.” 

The following were asked and 
accepted by the board to serve on 
a committee which in conjunction 
with the executive committee will 
meet and try to resolve the re- 
maining differences. Serving on 
the committee are: Norman 
Freund, assistant professor of

“Primed for Marriage’’

She 
explains, “I saw the need to study 
the beginning of the marriage 
process, rather than the end pro- 
duct of unsuccessful marriages.” 

In order to collect information 
on the topic, Kucera worked 
closely with three friends who re- 
flected very different attitudes to- 
wards marriage. In addition to 
working with the woman in the

Appalachian trip 


The people around the Appal- 
achian Mountains are poor, poor 
enough to be starving. It is diffi- 
cult to comprehend such a state 
of poverty, since most of us have 
been brought up in fairly well-to- 
do homes. But it exists, and they 
need help. 

It is for this reason that Jane 
Schissel, a junior at Clarke, has 
organized a trip to West Virginia. 
The Brothers of Christian Instruc- 
tion — an organization that works 
there — invited Schissel and six 
other Clarke students to volunteer 
their services during spring 
break. Twelve students signed up 
for the trip, seven of whom are 
freshmen. 

Phoenix is helping support 
them, but that isn’t enough. 
Schissel is hoping that each class 
will help sponsor them. She feels 
that much depends on this trip, 
for she hopes that Clarke can 
make it an annual event. Loras 
has been going to Appalachia for 
several years now, and the stu- 


dents have gained a lot from it. 
And maybe us Clarkies will too. 


Library grant 


The Clarke College Library has 
received $10,000 from an anony- 
mous donor via the Iowa College 
Foundation. The Foundation re- 
ceived $240,000 from the donor 
and distributed it among the col- 
leges. The Clarke Library is the 
beneficiary of this gift. 

The gift is restricted to the 
category of “Library Enrichment 
— Acquisitions.” The library may 
purchase print and non-print 
items, such as books, periodicals, 
and equipment that it has been 
unable to do previously. 

The library staff notified the 
Faculty Department Chairs of the 
donation and requested that they 
order materials they had not been 
able to order before. These 
materials include film titles: 
audio-visual materials; and slide- 
and-tape kits for such depart- 
ments as Computer Science and 
Philosophy. 


process of divorce, Kucera work- 
ed closely with a woman married 
three times, and another who had 
been happily married:for 23 
years. In order to make her re- 
search more representative, 
Kucera also distributed 120 sur- 
veys to women across the coun- 
try, and received 31 responses. 

After being immersed in this 
subject for four years, Kucera 
reached her conclusion. “Many 
women marry in response to sub- 
tle societal pressures. Because of 
these societal pressures, girls 
grow up expecting that, when 
they are mature, they will auto- 
matically marry. Women uncon- 
sciously accept and submitto 
society’s standards to the extent 
that, if they don’t marry, they feel 
that they have failed.” 

Kucera is taking full responsi- 
bility for publishing, marketing, 
and distributing the book, which 
will be available in March. 
Kucera is very pleased with the 
final product, and she hopes that 
those who read the book will 
make a conscious attempt to dis- 
‘cover their own motives for mar- 
riage.

When we returned to school on January 11 there was a let- 
ter in our mailboxes from President Meneve Dunham ex- 
plaining Thomas McCarver’s resignation as Academic Dean. 
It explained how at that time McCarver was currently on a 
a until the expiration of his contract as of May 31, 

82. 

Nobody blinked an eye or questioned what had happened. 
In an effort to keep things 
clear, the COURIER 
tried to approach the 
subject. Our reporter re- 
ceived less information 
than the students did in 
their mailboxes. 

Now, four weeks later 
there appears a notice on 
the President’s Board 
from a member of the Board of Corporators explaining how 
McCarver’s official letter of resignation was not received until 
February 2. They are still in the process of settling the dis- | 
agreement between McCarver and Dunham. 

The question is, are we keeping our eyes closed so much 
that we cannot see the whole truth of the matter? We know 
so little about the issue that we cannot tell who has been 
wronged and if justice was rendered. What disagreement? 

As far as the stuents knew McCarver may have been mak- 
ing unpopular decisions, but he was working at his job. He 
participated in almost any Clarke function possible. More 
often than not his whole family attended with him. He could 
be seen at Masses, dinners, meetings and up and down the 
hallways. He, as the Academic Dean, was in contact with the 
students. Although he did not always give us the responses 
we were looking for, he had only been in his job a year and 
he appeared to be trying. 

Currently we have two people replacing this man’s shoes 
and no indications as to what is going to be done to fill that 
position in the near future. 

Could somebody please tell us what is going on? What real- 
ly happened and just what is really being done to remedy the 

situation?

Bergman career makes worthwhile reading]

This book’s most worthwhile 
feature is that it deals with Berg- 
man’s career, not her personal 
history. She includes personal af- 
fairs only so the reader can see 
how they affect her career. It’s not 
a book of blurry, half-invented 
memoirs of champagne, roses 
and heartache but it is an in- 
depth story of the evolution of her 
life as an actress. 

For example, she discusses her 
affair and eventual marriage with 
Roberto Rossellini and the break- 
up of her first marriage only so 

_that the reader can see how her 
emotions at that time affected her 
professional life, such as her per- 
formance in Stromboli (the film 
she was making with Rossellini at 
the time) and her absence from 
Hollywood for several years fol-

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lowing the poor publicity. 

Thus the book strikes a balance 
between her private life and her 
public career. We can understand 
Bergman as a person and how 
her personality affected the work. 
A book focusing on either would 
either be a gossipy soap opera or 
a dull collection of surface facts. 

The book finds another balance 
through structure. The telling of 
Bergman’s story is narrated by 
Alan Burgess to summarize years 
at a sweep or to present facts or 
situations. Then, after a dividing 
line, Bergman describes her emo- 
tions and experience. The organ- 
ization of the text moves back and 
forth between Burgess/Berg- 
man/Burgess/Bergman. 

For example, Burgess writes 
the fact — then Bergman ex- 
plains her responses to the facts. 

“On Monday, Feb. 28, 1949 


Peter and Ingrid left for a skiing | 
holiday at the mountain resort of 
Aspen and Roberto Rossellini let 
for Rome.” 

“I plagued with Peter to let me 
go (to Rome), because I was long. | 
ing to listen to Roberto, to hear | 
what he had to say, and how he 
said it.” : 

Though occasionally choppy 
when a series of sections are too 
brief, this organization is effec: 
tive. Burgess’ section’s give objec: 
tivity to the text while Bergman's 
give the emotional subjectivity. 
Fact and feeling are both neces: 
sary to the reader’s understanding 
of Bergman. 

Bergman and Burgess tell an 
honest, interesting story. Berg | 
man comes off as both a profes: 
sional and a human being, nota | 
“movie star” known only through 
her PR image.
